School SuparlBtendents In some eight 
or ten leading eltles have Joined with 
Superintendent Capll&ger of the Mays- 
vtiie Public Sohools, In aalTlBg the big 
problem of making up the tl'mb loat In 
the sohool room beoavaa of the quar- 
antine of the BtaU rioard of Health. 

The problem taa^lieen no small one. 
The school offlcials arranged a ques- 
tionnaire which was filled out by each 
and then sent to all ^-o lliat Ideas were 
thus exchanged. 

The Maysville priililcm has been a 
hanl one to solve but Superintendent 
Caplinger has reached a solution as to 
the grades. Under the one session 
system the grades prior to this year 
were dismissed at 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. Thia year an extra ten min- 
utes ^ere added for physical culture 
making dismissal time 2:10 ^. m. It 
Is ttow the purpose of the authorities 
toaddflftymlnutaaadAytothe sched- 
ule making dismissal time 8 o'clock 
which Is Just an hour later than last 
year's schedule. Time will also be 
saved on examinations and it is the 
purpose of Superintendent Caplinger 
to have bla teachers speed up on their 
work and get down to the kernel of 
the lesson In each class. 

One plan which will liliely be adopt- 
ed here will apply lo Sc liool as 
well as grades and thai will be the 
saving on time on holidays. In the 
past lt 'l|M;,been the custom of the 
schools to Snmlss school when a holi- 
day falls near the end of the week for 
the balance of the week. This custom 
wlH be abandoned and some holidays 
will not be obaerved. 

Further plans than the holiday plan 
have not been decided upon for the 
Hlsb School but Superintendent Cap- 
linger will have the entire problem 
solved and a workinc system for the 
teachers mapped out for the re-open- 
Ing of the schools. 

To make up lost time In the coimty 
schools, it is more than likely that the 
teachers will teach two months extra 
at the close of the term. This has not 
been decided upon aa yet however by 
County Superintendent Tumipseed 
and the County Board of Education.

The heart of her mighty fleet — 14 

ships of the line, seven light cruisers 
and 50 destroyers — surrendered to an 
armada of nritlsh, American and 
French vessels, the greatest fighting 
force that ever stood o\il to sea. 

Tlie minutely detailed programme 
of submission laid down by the com- 
mander of the British deet was car- 
ried out strictly. The German war- 
ships, strung out In a single column 
almost 20 miles long, appeared at the 
rendesvous at the appointed time and 
were led Into the Firth and Forth be- 
tween oolumna of AUie ships which 
overlapped the Oermans at each end. 
This morning the enemy oraft are an- 
chored In the Firth, under guard as 
prisoners.

Washington, November 22 — The na- 
tional "bone-dry" prohlbtion bill, en- 
ai ted as a war measure, now Is a 
law. President Wilson having alTixed 
liis signature to It at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. It means that af- 
ter June vIO, next, and until the de- 
mobilization of the troops is com- 
pleted, no intoxaoatlng liquors may be 
sold for beverage purpose^ in the 
United Statee, eaoept for export 

Dry leaders say thls^eana perma- 
nent prohibition, eontending that de- 
mobilisation win take two years, and 
that In that time the dry amendment 
to the constitution probably 'wlll be 
ratified by the States. 

The manufacture of all intoxcatlng 
liquors must stop after May 1, under 
the bill. This will affect only wine, 
as the making of whiskey stopped 
shortly after a state of war was de- 
clared, and the brewing of beer has 
been ordered stopped December 1. Ac- 
cording to word from Hoston. the 
new bill wlll be challenged In the 
courts, Edward HJ Duffy, president of 
the Massachusetts Liquor Dealers' aa- 
soclatlon, declaring that his organisa- 
tion would begin an action contesting 
Its constitutionality. As the war Is 
ended, he contends then la no con- 
stitutional ground for the measuro.

basis that our unit cost of production will be low, thus enabling us 
to sell the surplus in competition with all the rest of the world. That 
is a specific statement of the methods by which Republicans would 
maintain high wages and short hours for Aiueriean labor. Xow will 
Mr, Gompers state specificially his plan for enabling Ai^erican la- 
bor to market its productions in competition with the rest of the 
world, for we must have a market for our products or we canjhave no 
satisfacory standard of wages and e(nulitions of labor."

.March by special care and attention. 
1 1 is best lo place tlie pots or pan.^ 
in a box and cover the whole pot with 
a' least 2 inches of additional soil or 
aslioB, and leave them there until the 
bud has pushed clear above tha pot, 
otherwise the bloom ^wlU be stralngled 
In attempting to get out of the bulbs. 

Insteail ol' plai iim in the dollar, the 
l-ols and bo.ves coiitainlug all these 
biilbs may be l)uried in tlie open 
ground, the receplac les being covered 
with at least 4 iiicheH of soil. If the 
ground Is ai>t to freezes hard, then a 
heavy coating of manure should be 
added as soon as the first crust freetes 
over the bulbs. This layer of manure 
will prevent their freesing and will 
permit the bulbs to be remdved to the 
house from time to time as needed. 
Hyacinths, paper white narclssua, and 
especially the Chinese aaored lily are 
frequently grown in water. Special 
glasses for these bulbs may be pur- 
chased, In which they may be success- 
fully grown, or th^ may be placed in 
any attractive dish and supported by 
|ichhl(Mj The water sboiiUl be kept bo 
that it touches the bottom of the bulb.

In one instance he. sought to over- 
ride the order of the Circuit Judge, 
directing the Circuit Clerk refuse to 
certify any miademeanor indictments 
to the County Judge for trial. Tha Cir- 
cuit Clerk, oheying the order, was hMd 
in contempt and placed in ]ail by the 
County Judge. 

"The present Judge went Into office 
January 7, 1918, but the examiner can- 
not upon this exaiiiiiiatiou say that 
any marked improv eiiuMit has been 
BhovNii in the administration of thiF 
ofllce. The County Judge fully ac- 
counted for all money due hut Is as- 
suming In the conduct of bis office 
some of high-handed methoda employ- 
ed by bis predecessor:" 

Mention then is made of the fact 
that by order of the County Judge the 
Jailer releaaed a prlaoner, aentenced 
o ten daya and $100 line In Circuit 
I'ourt, before the line bad been served 
out 

"In respect to the records and ac- 
counts of the ex-jailer It appeara that 
the administration of this office has 

been the result of either incompetency 
or wilful disregard of the law," said 
Mr. Sewell, who said, it was a "com- 
mon practice for the ex- jailer to re- 
lease certain prisoners upon the or- 
der of the County Judge. 

These orders show that the pris- 
oners were released 'under guard on 
account of bad health,' and In some iU' 
stances the prisoners escaped under 
guard." 

The preaant Jailer, Mr. Sewell aaid, 
promised that ha would dlaeoBtlnue 

following this precedent

Amsterdam, November S2— All the 
members of tba HohenioUem dynaaty 
will leave Qermany in the near future, 
according to a Frankfort dispatch to 
the Rotterdam Courant. Their desti- 
nation, It adds, Is not yet known. 

So far as it is known, the only 
members of the Hohenz.oUern dynasty 
who have left Cerinany are William 
llohenzoUern, the former emperor, 
and his eldest son, Frederick Wll-
